That experience is in sharp contrast with the 
rest of Stojilovic’s career, spent with Victorian 
minor league clubs Cheltenham, Carlton, 
Bosch and Springvale United. 

He had joined J.U_S.T. along with his Springvale 
United team mate Dragan Janjic, determined to dem- 
onstrate in the National League the goalscoring ability 
that has given him an average of about 30 goals a year 
over the past decade. 

It was in 1975, while in the Yugoslav Army, that he 
played in the company of Bajevic and Petrovic. 


Stojilovic came to Australia in 1971 at the age of 16, 
but when he returned for a holiday four years later, he 
suddenly found himself dragged into the army for 
national service training. : 


“T hadn’t expected that, but I didn’t mind too much 
because I was young. I spent 15 months in the army, 
and I made many good friends and met plenty of 
soccer players,’’ he says. 

It was on June 6, 1976 — he remembers the date 
distinctly — that Stojilovic lined up in a Bosnia State 
representative team of soldiers, to play a friendly 
match against Velez in Mostar, in the company of- 
some of Yugoslavia’s greatest players. 

Bajevic was voted man of the match, but it was Sto- 
jilovic’s goal that gave the soldiers their 3-2 victory. 
Bajevic, incidentally, was contracted to Velez, the 
club against which he was playing. 

You'll remember that Velez toured Australia in 
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Yugoslav international Dusan Bajevic (right) 

Stojilovic, 30, trialled with J.U.S.T. in 1976 and 1978 
but decided both times not to join the club. The first 
time he had just returned from the Yugoslav army 
and didn’t have a car to travel from his home in the 
eastern suburbs, and later because he already had had 
one transfer that year — from Cheltenham to Spring- 
vale United. 

J.U.S.T. was disappointed, for Stojilovic had a spec- 
tacular record in the lower leagues. During his two 
years with Cheltenham in the District League, the 
club was undefeated one season and finished second 
the year before, with Stojilovic scoring “‘about 30 or 
40” goals in both campaigns. 

In 1974, while with Bosch, he was top scorer, with 35 
goals, in the First Division of the Industrial League. 
He was Bosch’s top scorer in 1975 as well. 

Next stop was Springvale United and in his five 
years there, he was best and fairest player and ‘op 
scorer in each season, and the club jumped an incr 
ible seven divisions. 

Janjic, 27, played as a defensive midfielder during 
those seasons, with Stojilovic having an attacking 





In 1983, Stojilovic was top scorer in the Second Divi- 
sion and the Provisional League, scoring 33 goals, and 
last year he notched 17 although he missed six games 
through injury. 

J.U.S.T. coach Cedo Cirkovic watched Stojilovic 
playing for “‘Yugoslavia"’ in the Victorian All Nations 
Cup late in 1984, and decided to try gain to sign him. 
He was successful this time, but Stojilovic’s luck 
deserted him in his first few games during the Buffalo 
Gold Cup. 

“Against Heidelberg, Jeff Olver saved my penalty, 
and then he saved another shot after I had taken on 
Angele and Yankos. Against Fawkner I hit the post 
twice, and Fawkner scored in the last 18 minutes,”’ he 
said. 

“But we are playing attractive soccer, and I think 
we will get the crowds back. If we don’t have injuries, 
we will be a good side, but already we have one injury 
— Emil Petrov, who has a bad ankle.” 


Meanwhile, Stojilovic practiced his shooting in a 
friendly match against Pasco Vale, scoring a goal ina 
4-2 victory. Ernie Tapai, the young winger signed 
from Melbourne Hungaria, scored twice, and Theo 
Vagias, on trial from Heidelberg, also scored. Wheth- 
er or not J.U.S.T. buys Vagias remains to be seen. 


J.U.S.T. failed to sign Claude Lucchesi from Make- 
donia, so it still does not have a central striker. 


‘Maybe I will have to run in the midfield all the 
time, and Suleiman Curovic too,”’ Stojilovic says. 
‘While Belic and Janjic stay back.” 

In other words, J.U_S T. is likely to play with only

Only four players remain 
from the J.U.S.T. team 
that lost 0-1 to Makedonia 
in the last league match of 
1984 — Suleiman Curvoic, 
Tom Karic, Viatko Belic 
and Zdravko Lujic.

It will be the toughest possible test 
for J.U.S.T.'’s new-look team whose 
brief is to play skilful, continental soc- 
cer, with the accent on control and 
inter-passing, leading up to break- 
aways by wingers Ernie Tapai and es- 
pecially Bill Lazopoulos. 

Right back Emil Petrov, who was 
on loan to Central City Red Star last 
year, Was injured in a recent Cup 
game, so he won't be available.

There is a lot more purpose in the 
way Makedonia attacks.

Makedonia is one of the early favor- 
ites for the championship — along 
with Heidelberg-Alexander and, of 
course, Hellas if it regains its 1984 
form — while J.U.S.T has little to lose 
apart from the pride of the players and 
those who run the club.

Giampaolo, of the fleet 
foot, of tha impeccable 
control, of the sweeping 
acceleration and rocketing 
first-time shot, emerged in 
that era as the most ex- 
citing young player since 
Atti Abonyi- 

National League watch- 
ers could only read about 
his early exploits in the 
State League with Inter 
Monaro but once he joined 
Canberra in 1980 all was 
revealed. 

Then under the helm of 
Vic Fernandez, the type of 
coach who valued Giam- 
paolo’s technical gifts im- 
mensely, young Baz made 
a fiery start to his NSL 
career and looked set fora 
blooming interntional 
future. 
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His power and skill (he 
had a quaint and lethal 
mixture of both) in one 
early game against St 
George, won by Canberra 
41 at Barton Park, was a 
sight to behold. How 
anyone who saw that game 
could Yese faith in the 
future of such a player is 
mystifying but Canberra 
did and by the end of the 
season Giampaolo was 
gone. 

Midway through the 
year Canberra, which four 
years earlier had not exist- 
ed, thought it improper 
that it was unlikely to win 
the championship. 

In a year which Fernan- 
dez needed to fashion his 
new players into a team, 
grumbles behind the 
scenes got too loud to bear 
and Fernandez, a man 
with a most admirable 
football philosophy, was 
sacked. 

His replacment was one 
John Brown, an honest but 
colorless centre half 
whose lack of sophis-

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ebastian Giampaolo (rig

sing the team was to have 
the players lob long, 
useless balls into the pen- 
alty area on to the head of 
Terry Byrne, a defender 
turned into an attacker for 
the purposes of the mis- 
sion. 2 

Baz Giampaolo, who in 
truth had been inconsistent 
already, didn’t fit into this 
brainless pattern and he 
was dropped. 

The switch, for a club 
overcome by ambition, 
was not fruitful and Ca- 
nberra finished tenth in a 
14-team league. 

Later Giampaolo, and 
partner Walter Valeri, 
were transferred to APIA- 
Leichhardt, which, frank- 
ly, didn’t seem the right 
move either, for a player 
of Giampaolo’s attributes. 


On the tight, rugged 
Lambert Park pitch, and 
in a club whose playing

He played in a State 
League reserves match with Hakoah 
against George Cross at Chaplin Reserve 
the next day. 

“St was only about 23 degrees but ft 
thought f was playing on the equator!’ 

Hannah's first senior game for Hakoah 
came ea few weoks later, against Frank- 
ston City at Middle Park. He lined up as 
stopper against City’s new import Chartla 
Egan. it wasn’t a new experience for 
Hannah who had played against Egan ina 
quarter-final of the West of Scotiand Cup. 

But the standard of raferesing in State 
League was new to Hannah. 

“Back home the game was mostly 
physical. I'd never been booked much in 
Scotland but over here | was suspended 
after playing nina games. To be honest, 
the refs in the State League leave a lot to 
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be desired but the refs in the National 
League are good.” 

South Melbourne Hellas and Hakoah 
amalgamated in 1982 but it wasn’t until 
1983, under coach Rale Rasic, that 
Hannah received recognition in the Hellas 
senijors. 

“I played two games for Hellas in the 
Ampol Cup. Up until then, nothing much 
had happened for me but those two 
games still didn’t change my situation 
much. There wasn't much future for me at 
Hatlas. 

“4 didn’t ike Rasic as a man. He knew 
everything there was to know about the 
game but he seamed to take the con- 
fidence out of players, by the way he 
spoke to them.” 

Hannah switched to Melbourne Croatia 
for $5,000 in 1983 and it took him onlya . 
handful of games to establish himself in 
Croatia’s first team. 

John Gardiner, Tommy Cumming, Terry 
Hennassy and Tony Vrzina. all have coach- 
ed Croatia since. 

“Gardiner was an oxcellent coach. He 
really knew his stuff and if anything was 
going wrong out on the park, he could pin- 
point it. 

“Tom feads by example. If he can’t do 
it, then he doesn't expect anyone else to 
do it. 

“Terry Hennessy could have been one 
of the finest coaches in Australia if he'd 
changed his attitude. Terry spoke dawn to 
the players all the time. That was his big- 
gest failing. 

“Tony Vrzina is a gentleman and I really 
think that he tried very hard but perhaps 
Tony's better off coaching in the State 
League.” 

It doesn’t take Hannah long to select 
the opponent who's given him most prob- 
lems in Australia. 

“Cari Gilder, definitaly. That was more 
so back in 1981 when he was playing with 
Croatia and | was with Hakoah. He shields 
the bail so woil, lays it off well, and moves 
around a fot. To me, at that time he was 
the ideal centre forward. He could give it 
and take it and | respect that in a player.” 

And what of Croatia, 1985 style? 

“Wall, peopla keep talking about us 
having an under-strength side. That's rub- 
bish. We've lost a couple of players from 
fast year but the younger players are very 
capable. Actually, our goalkeeper, Zeljko 
Govic, has surprised me in the Buffalo 
Gold Cup. I'd only seen Zeljko at training 
and I knew that his reflexes were good 
but I didn’t know that he was so good in 
the air. You can’t really tell about players 
until you see them in a game and Zelijko’s 
beon tremendous. 

“My personal ambition is to win the 
National League championship and zo far 
Croatia has proved that it can compete 
with the best of them.’ 

So can Hannah. There's nothing glam- 
orous about him, nothing flashy. Yet he’s 
a vital part of Croatia’s defence and he’s 
rolishing playing at fullback after playing 
stopper for most of his career. 

“When you play stopper you're rest- 
ricted to marking but there’s much more 
fresdom at loft back. You can charge up 
the park and get much more involved and 
that suits me fine.“°

The field was as weak as you 
could arrange anywhere in the 
world; probably weaker. 
Papua New Guinea and 
Taiwan were pathetic, Fiji and 
New Zealand just a cut above 
the hopeless and only Israel 
showed signs of being a foot- 
ball team. 

Using a European or South 
American yardstick — add Af-

But we won — and that’s 
nice.

The marathon tournament 


in Sydney created a few small 
jarring notes. 

One was the chaos in the 
VIP boxes at the St George 
Stadium. 

The club has about 50 or so 
seats ‘‘sold’’ to patrons who 
had paid $1,000 for a life pri- 
vilege. And that’s fine, too: 
much the same applies to the 
MCG, SCG and other venues. 

The problem was that at St 
George there were no signs to 
tell arriving guests that those 
seats, with the tiny name tags 
on them, are reserved in per- 
petuity. 

There wasn’t one official, 
from St George or the ASF, to 
watch over these seats which, 
naturally, became occupied by 
everybody who managed to get 
on the stand. 

Then the rightful owners of 
these chairs arrived — and the 
unpleasant scenes developed. 

The next time the Saints 
lease out their splendid sta- 
dium, they should take the 
trouble of roping off their hal- 
lowed area and posting a club 
official there, warning off in- 
truders. 

Just where the 50 called 
VIPs can sit is another matter 
— something that has to be 
settied beforehand. 

At this tournament all ar- 
rangements were strictly in 
accordance with Rafferty’s 
Rules — and these, to put it 
mildly, are somewhat chaotic 
even by Sydney standards.

So it’s ‘memento moris”’ 
for Kalantzis, too. And if he 
doubts the wisdom of it, he 
should look at his own team- 
mate, young Terry Patalis 
who, only a season earlier, 
was hailed as the find of the 
year — only to be struggling to 
stay in the Olympic squad 

I have no idea why this is 
happening so often with local 
Greek starlets; maybe the 
problem is worthy of a detail-

A very large number of our

Surely one lesson which 
must be learned from the 
tournament is that inferior 
referees can wreck such a 
series — indeed, can almost 
create a major disturbance.

The system seemed fair: let 
all six competing nations nom- 
inate a referee. Fair — but it 
didn’t work. 

It’s possible that Papua New 
Guinea did send down their 
best referee, an expatriate 
Australian taxation official — 
but it’s also possible that the 
man in question wouldn't rate 
in the top 200 in Australia.

Soccer always is deeply of- 
fended when it’s not taken se- 
riously by outsiders. But is it 
taken seriously by insiders? 

There was no program pre- 
pared and published for the 
tournament apart from a little 
tabloid news-sheet. 

Similar to our 1981 '‘effort,”’ 
the ASF (or Oceania? Who's to 
blame?) didn’t bother to have 
some car stickers made, some 
flags or badges manufactured. 

The whole atmosphere was 
hardly more international and 
uplifting than a junior carnival 


porter if they would

be happy had their 
particular team 
achieved these re- 
suits: 

Games played — five; 
games won — five; goals for — 
20: goals against — three 

Surely these results would 
be more than acceptable to 
most. These are the results 
achieved by the Australian 
youth team which won its way 
into the last 16 in the 120-team 
World Youth Championships. 

So it was with great anti- 
cipation that I looked forward 
to my copy of “Soccer Action”’ 
last week to read the in-depth 
reports on our youngsters’ 
superb performance. But I 
should have known better than 
to expect too many accolades 
for our young Socceroos. 

Headlines such as “‘Success 
— but skill in short supply,” 
and “‘Young ’Roos should have 
owned up!”’ were on reports of 
the boys victories in Sydney in 
the elimination series. It could 
only happen in this country. 
How can a coach whose team 
achieves the above results find 
himself defending his team 
and his own position? It’s ab- 
solutely ludicrous! 

But let's take a look at some 
of the criticisms levelled at 
coach Jim Shoulder and his 
squad. 

The inevitable comparison 
was made between the squad 
and previous youth squads and 
once again that boring cliche: 
“They're not as good as they 
used to be in my day,’’ has 
reared its ugly head. 

There is a danger in com- 
parisons of this Kind as often 
the current ability of the older 
player is uppermost in the 
mind of the Critic. 

Shoulder has been criticised 
for omitting players who have 
played in the NSL so he could 
include boys from the Austral- 
ian Institute of Sport. 

I guess that is a criticism he 
always will face under the 
present structure but is it fair 
to the people who matter most 





in his squad who have played a 
number of games in NSL 
teams but does that automati- 
cally make them better 
players than the boys who ac- 
cepted the opportunity to go to 
the AIS? 

There is no dvubt that the 
lack of opportunity to play 
with and against senior teams 
is a flaw in the current AIS 
structure and Shoulder is well 
aware of this and would wel- 
come the opportunity to play 
his team in such a competition 
when it was suitable to the 
players’ development 

The present set-up at the 
AIS is the closest thing we 
have to full-time profes- 
sionalism and the habit of 
playing soccer everyday is in- 
built in AIS players. 

This was most apparent 
during the heavy programme 
during the World Youth Cup 
elimination series. 

I} am convinced that physi- 
cally and physiologically, the 
players from the AIS coped 
better with the stresses and 
strains of the heavy demands 
made during the tournament 
than any others. 

Chris Kalantzis of Sydney 
Olympic, who proved to be a 
match winner, stood out be- 
cause of his ability to score 
goals. He looked very undisci- 
plined at times, but then he is 
a young man with plenty of 
skill and energy and once he 
learns to harness that energy 
he will become a truly exciting 
player. 

However, I’m sure Chris 
would be one of the first to pay 
tribute to the contribution 
made by his striking partner 
Lou Hristodoulou of the AIS. 
What an exciting prospect Lou 
is and still young enough to 
play in the 1987 World Youth 
Cup! 

Other AIS boys who per- 
formed excellently were goal- 


McLennan and, of course, 
skipper Andrew Bernal — 
what a player he will be. The 
reason that I’m singling out 
AIS Boys for comment is that 
they have been singled out for 
criticism and in most cases by 
people who haven't seen them 
play before 

Those lads will go on to 
make just as big an impact in 
NSL as did previous AIS 
players like Tony Franken, 
Frank Farina and Oscar Crino. 

In a country which is renow- 
ned for its ‘‘ocker’’ image we 
have unfortunately developed 
a prominent ‘knocker’ image 
in soccer 

We complain loudly and 
often about the way the Aus- 
tralian media ignores our 
game and our international 
teams. Perhaps some sections 
of the media have difficulty in 
finding something positive to 
write about. 

I never have met Andrew 
Dettre, who obviously is a very 
talented wordsmith, but I 
often wonder if he ever has 
any positive ideas about the 
game. 

Laurie Schwab believes that 
the Australian players should 
have told the referee that the 
ball did not enter the net when 
the referee thought it had 
during the vital Australia v 
Israel youth clash in Sydney- 
Surely Laurie is not naive 
enough to believe that this 
makes any difference to a ref- 
eree’s decision because chang- 
ing a decision on the word of a 
player would set a very dan- 
gerous precedent indeed. 

At the same time, the Aus- 
tralian team and bench were 
as confused as everyone else 
by the incident. 

It is sad, having played five 
games in a week and achieved 
such great results, that promi- 
nence should be given toa ref- 
eree’s mistake at the expense

Richards still the 


master blaster 


Ray Richards’ has 
changed little since the 
days when he was the 
powerhouse of the Mar- 
coni and Australian mid- 
fielders. If anything, he’s 
trimmer now, but still has 
a rogueish sense of humor, 
an undiminished love of 
football and he’s just as 
outspoken as ever — a 
master blaster of the most 
devastating kind. 


**| love football...love the game, 
and that’s what disappoints me so 
much, when I see the game is dying in 
this country,”’ Richards sald. 

‘The people running the code have 
no conception of how to really pro- 
mote it.”” 

Richards retired from top-class 
football in 1979 but this year he de- 
cided to make a comeback, playing in 
the NSW Federation competition with 
a South-American backed club, Wel- 
come. 

“They've got sponsorship from a 
large medical organisation called 
Medisan, and they're on the up and 
up,’ he said. 

*'I'm just playing because | love to.” 

Richards said he was pessimistic 
about the chances of the current 
national team qualifying for Mexico. 

“Not because they've got a difficult 
path to tread, but because there 
seems to be something lacking in the 
preparation of the squad.’’ 

He said there was a higher standard 
of player now than during the 1974 
era, but he said the preparation of 

Rale Rasic was second to none.

“But there should have been a huge 
billboard erected on the fence ouside 
St George Stadium, telling everyone 
who passed by when the matches 
were on. 

‘There should have been flags, 
banners and color to catch people’s 
eye. 

“As it was, there was nothing — 
only on the last day did they haul outa 
tired looking Oceania Confederation 
banner. 

“What's worse, there weren't 
nearly enough young players thers to 
watch.

“We always talk about the hun- 
dreds of thousands of kids who play 
soccer, but they weren't tapped as a 
potential audience.” 

Richards said he felt there was little 
chance that ex-players like he could 
be lured into the decision-making hi- 
erarchy of soccer, although Jack 
Railly was elected to the VSF board 
recently. 

Really, I've got better things to do 
with my time than to beat my brains 
out against a brick wall. 

"The lack of ideas — no, the lack of 
wilingness to put new ideas into prac- 
tice is the really worrying thing,’’ he 
said. 

"I'd only be prepared to start at the 
top and come down, like my pre- 
decessor,"” Richards said with a 
chuckle. 

Richards had some interesting 
thoughts too on the current Austrelian 
youth and senior teams. 





“You can’t take anything away 
from what Jimmy Shoulder’s lads did 
— but no-one can convince me this 
was the best group of under 19 
players in the country. 

"We've all seen some fino players 
over the past season, and it dis- 
appoints me greatly that they're sta- 
cking the national team with players 
from the AIS just to justify the exist- 
ence of that college. 

“Some of these players shouldn't 
be wearing the green and gold... It 
doevaluas the significance of the jorsey 
if just anyone can wear it.” 

Richards said playing for Australia 
should be the pinnacle of any soccer 
player's career.

3. To me, the shirt | wore for Aust- 
ralia was priceless...! was really 
proud to represent my country.

“| wouldn't swap the green and 
gold for anything.” 

Richards said he gained the impres- 
sion that some players considered that 
a few good matches for thelr club side 
automatically qualified them for in- 
clusion in the national team. 

“You get the feeling that they sort 
of half expect the national coach to be 
on the phone to them after a few good 
matches, and then they get greatly 
cheesed off once that phone call 
doesn’t come.
